The Sturdy Son of Glenelg Wins the
Great American Derby.

AZRA, THE FAVORITE, UNPLACED.

®

Fifty Thousand People Ses ths Bace and
the Excitement Great.

RESULTS AT RHFERSHEAD BAY TRACK

CHICACO, June 25.—Five thousand per-
sons of the wealth and beauty of Chicazo
filled the {ine clubhouse of the Washington
Park Jockey Club and filled handsome
equipages in the inner field Fifteen
thousand more persons, chiefly women in
bright attire, packed the two tiers and the
roof of the immense zrand stand of the elub,
and & erowd of nearly, if not fully, 30,000
more persons jammed the betting ring,
jostled one another in the pool lawn and
paddock, and swarmed jnto the fislis to-day
and saw the great American Derby of one
end one-half miles for 3-year-olds, won by
Carlsbad, o #on of Glenelg, in 3:041, the
slowest time in which it has yet been run.
And all of them saw in the vast erowda
sight greater than the greatest Derby ever
run. Last vear 41000 persons saw the con-
test for the rich purde and siake money, but
this vear the crowd was even larger, and it
is estimated that 50,000 people were on the
race zrounds

The BEan+ars Pr vad to B~ Game.

The race itsslf wasa good exhibition of
game, sturdy racing in the worst zoing pos-
sible, and it was not speed but bottom
wiich earried the day. Carisbaa showed
that he is a great stayer, and along with the
$17,800 which the purse netted him R. A,
Swigert to-night has the knowledge that he
has a horse game slenr ll'mwu'aghh and strong
aud fust, for Carlsbad led hia field for the
last mile, and in the stretch outran the
speedy ifornia horse Zuldivar, who,
kandicapped by being loreed into the worst
part of the track, made sgmt spurt to
ceteh the leader and land the purse, Zal-
divar could not do better than get the place
in such heavy goingas fell to him, while
Cicero made almost an equsl favorite with
Azra, the great crack, ran o fine third and
justified to some extent the judement of
Pcrmul who chose & good '}ight—weight
wrse on whom to put their money.

#0 Lthnt only ten horses faced the starter.

Those who ran were Chiefl
Justice, Prince of Darkness, Azra, Cicero,
Newton, Galindo, Zallivar, Emperor
Regent, Carlsbad and Bob Forrester. This
made a large field for such a bad track, and
comprising most of the Western eracks, it
was realized thut the raee would be-s good
one.
